DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Last Thursday at 7 a.m., TV personality and Sag 
Harbor resident Jon Stewart got on the subway 
at the Sag Harbor station, and, by all accounts, 
remained on it going around and around the 
system for the next 10 hours mumbling to 
himself. Sometimes he said “nothing changed, 
it was all for nothing,” and sometimes he said, 
“what do I do now?” It was just those two things, 
over and over. He left the system at Sag Harbor 
at 5 p.m. without saying another word. 


TRUMP DELAY 

During a TV interview on Fox at 7:30 p.m. 
Tuesday, Donald Trump said “I gave Hamptons 
Subway money for their Sore Throat Charity 
and now | find out they used it to throw a party 
for the staff. | don’t put up with stuff like that. 
They are all fired.” That resulted in the staff 
walking off crying and the subway closing down 
and it remained closed until the next morning 
when Commissioner Aspinall sent out a Tweet 
to the staff that Trump had nothing to do with 
Hamptons Subway and couldn’t fire anybody, 
and so everyone had to come back to work. 


SNAKES DELAY 

Another delay occurred for an hour on Sunday 
afternoon from 2 to 3. Beginning at 11 a.m., 
holes opened in the north side of the subway 
tunnel between Bridgehampton and Water Mill 
and garden snakes slithered out. Maintenance 
people, called to the scene caught the snakes 
and patched the holes but new holes kept 
appearing in need of being patched and finally 
at 2 p.m., maintenance just gave up and let 
through what turned out to be a migration of 
over 100 garden snakes who crossed the tracks 
and made new holes on the south wall and 
then just disappeared into them. People 
grumbled about the delay, but environmentalists 
were overjoyed. 


TURNSTILE JUMPING BLUETOOTHERS HALTED 

Hamptons Subway is now issuing swipe cards—a 
little more expensive—which don’t need to 
be swiped. Customers are allowed to jump 
the turnstiles without swiping because these 
new cards deduct the fare when the customer 
steps through the sliding doors of the subway 
car. This promotion was halted when a group 
of geriatrics filed a lawsuit saying this turnstile 
jumping is discriminatory against older people. 


DEATH ON THE HAMPTONS SUBWAY 

For the first time since the subway was founded, 
someone was killed after being struck by an 
oncoming subway. And it did not happen on 
the tracks. Witnesses say that Paul Paulo, a 


27-year-old hipster from Brooklyn, was struck 
while making a selfie of himself by leaning way 
over the edge of the platform to show the train 
bearing down on him over his shoulder. The 
train slammed into his shoulder and pushed 
him further down the platform, but he died 
before paramedics could get to him. His cell 
phone was found though, and it appears he died 


happy, smiling on his selfie as he made a gesture 
with his thumb to show the train coming. 


FIGHTING AMONG THE PUSHERS 

As everyone knows, the Hamptons Subway 
employs “pushers” during the summertime to 
keep the straphangers moving onto and off of 
the trains during rush hour. It’s a tough job, and 
last Monday, two fights involving four pushers 
occurred during the morning rush hour on the 
Southampton Platform. Fortunately, because 
the pushers wear helmets and padded gloves, 
there were no injuries. Thank goodness this did 
not involve the customers.

DOWN WITH PLASTIC HAMPTONS 

Hamptons officials resorted to legal action this 
past week to halt the opening of a newly built 
Hamptons-themed amusement park located 
in North Carolina. The Hamptons authorities 
claim that the park infringes on the Hamptons 
exclusive rights to the “names, landscape and 


character that give the Hamptons their unique 


quality.” They believe that the North Carolina 
park as currently themed will unfairly draw 
visitors away from the actual Hamptons, causing 
damage to the local economy. After getting no 
response to numerous requests of the park’s 
developers to change the name and character 
of the park, which the developers have named 
“The Hamptons,” Hamptons officials asked a 
judge to issue an injunction to prevent the 
park from opening. The judge ordered that the 
park remain closed while police investigate 
the matter. Meanwhile, the theme park itself, 
which its developers don’t deny is an exact 
reproduction of the South Fork of Long Island 
starting from the Shinnecock Canal and running 
to Montauk Point, is reportedly fully constructed 
and staffed. Among the features of the theme 
park are a full-sized replica, made of plastic, 
of the.

The staff of the park includes lookalikes 
of familiar Hamptons celebrities, including 
doubles of Alec Baldwin, Sarah Jessica Parker, 
Bob Balaban, and Billy Joel, who will regularly 
appear in various places throughout the park 
to greet visitors. “It’s like a Hamptons for those 
people who might not think they’re classy 
enough for the real thing,” says developer 
Vince Dreck. “Why can’t those people get a 
taste of it? That’s all we’re trying to give them.” 
The judge’s decision is expected soon. 


POLICE END SALAD SEARCH 

Yesterday, Hamptons Police officially called 
off the active investigation into Sergio Eisalat’s 
missing egg salad recipe. The police had 
continued the search for the recipe, which 
Eisalat reported missing last summer while he 
was a guest at a Hamptons estate, through the 
winter and into the spring, but had made little 
progress in locating it or finding any evidence 
as to its whereabouts. “We have pursued every 
lead,” says police spokesman Larry Hirsch,

A Trip by Car Down the Montauk Highway in 


BY DAN RATTINER 


o here is what the Montauk Highway was 
J like back in 1956 when, as a teenager, my 
parents first moved with me and my younger 
sister to the Hamptons. 

First of all, there was getting here from New 
York City. The Long Island Expressway was here 
back then, thank God. Six lanes with nobody on 
it that ended, well, at Great Neck. They were 
just building it and everything was all steam 
shovels and backhoes, and you'd shift over to 
the service road, which was now called by the 
name that this route had been before the LIE 
came through: the Horace Harding Boulevard. 

In 1956, you eased by the old Worlds Fair 
grounds. I am talking about the 1939 World’s 
Fair, not the 64. And there was no Shea Stadium 
yet. The Brooklyn Dodgers had moved to LA. 
The New York Mets had not yet arrived. 

After the LIE ended, you could switch over 
to the Southern State Parkway, which took you 
out toward the farmlands of central and eastern 
Long Island. Because the Parkway ended at 
~ Sayville, just west of Patchogue, the good folks 
of Patchogue had billboards put up just before 
you got there, readable from Route 27, which 
declared VISIT PATCHOGUE, LONG ISLAND’S 
BIGGEST SHOPPING CENTER. It was bigger than 


the one in Riverhead, the only other shopping 
center Out East. 

It took four hours to drive from Manhattan 
to the end of the island. One went along the 
narrow two-lane road of Route 27 through every 
small town after Patchogue. These included 
Shirley—a billboard read COME LIVE IN SHIRLEY 
(and there was a picture of a happy family living 
there)—and Mastic, the Moriches, Eastport, 
Speonk, Remsenburg and Westhampton. In 
many places, fingers of water from Moriches 
Bay came up almost to touch Route 27 and at 
their headwaters there were duck farms. You 
could stop, get out of the car with your kids, 
and, holding your nose because of the terrible 
smell, feed the ducks by dropping bits of bread 
over the turkey wire that prevented them from 
wandering out into the road. 

Route 27 wiggled leisurely past Westhampton 
and the Quogues, and frankly not much has 
changed along that route, now called Route 27A 
to this day. At the Shinnecock Canal there were 
two narrow bridges side by side to get across. 
One was the railroad bridge, the other a bridge 
for cars. Since there wasn’t much traffic, the 
narrow bridge worked fine. 

The first of many large old hotels with 
ballrooms and dining rooms sat on the western 
side of the Shinnecock Canal. It was called the

Canoe Place Inn. Many gangsters, movie stars 
and politicians frequented this place. It was still 
in its heyday. Today it is a falling-down ruin. 

I think it is worth thinking at this point 
about the fact that there was no big broad 
bridge bearing the Sunrise Highway across the 
Shinnecock to continue on to County Road 39. 
There WAS no County Road 39. It was all back 
roads through there. All those big buildings 
on that road today—the Omni, the big car 
dealerships, the 7-Eleven, the Burger King, the 
office buildings and even Dan’s Papers—none 
of them had yet been built. 

Instead, after crossing the canal on the old 
bridge, Route 27 (now 27A) turned to the right 
and followed along the shoreline of Shinnecock 
Bay. A hotel called the Scotch Mist Inn stood 
high on a hill along that way. It was on nearly 80 
acres of property. Today that is Southampton 
College and the Inn is the administration 
building. Just past it and across the street 
was the Shinnecock Reservation. Small roads 
led into it. On every one was a sign reading 
KEEP OUT. 

And so, all traffic, headed for Bridgehampton, 
East Hampton and Montauk crossed the 
Shinnecock Canal bridge, and went down Hill 
Street right into the center of Southampton 
village. There was a traffic (Cont'd on next page)

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light here at Hampton Road and Main Street, the 
first since the Hampton Bays. You continued 
on down Hampton Road and headed straight 
through all the farm fields and down a hill to 
pass the little hamlet of Water Mill. There was 
the Penny Candy store, the Post Office and a 
grocery store just-across from a grass triangle 
that had a windmill on it. That was all there 
was. A big sign— billboards were legal then— 
had been erected where Hampton Road came 
down toward that little cluster of buildings. 
It read WELCOME TO WATER MILL. SPEED 
CONTROLLED BY RADAR. SLOW DOWN AND 
ENJOY IT. 
There were almost no buildings whatsoever 
between Water Mill and Bridgehampton. There 
were a couple of churches as you left Water 
Mill—still there today, there was what looked 
like an old schoolhouse across from the recently 
built “Noah’s Arc church” by Mecox Lane, there 
was a gas station at Hayground, a carriage 
house next door to a Carvel that had just been 
built, and across from the Carvel was the new 
Bridgehampton Drive-In Movie Theater, about

five years old at that time. (Today it is gone, 
replaced by the Bridgehampton Commons 
shopping center.) 

Bridgehampton was a good-size town then, 
just about the same as it is today, except the 
stores were all mom and pop. There were 
six gas stations between the Drive-In and the 
Bridgehampton Founders Monument and 
there, at this monument, there was a traffic 
light, the next traffic light after the one in 
downtown Southampton. The Bridgehampton 
Bank Building was the anchor there. There was 
a butcher shop, a print shop, a plumbing shop, 
a hardware store (still there), a clothing store. 
There was no Starbucks—that they put in the 
bank building when the bank moved. There was 


the Candy Kitchen, the Pulver Gas building, the 


Community House and the firehouse. 

Off in the distance to the north, particularly 
if you were there on a weekend, you could hear 
the noisy whine of racing cars roaring around a 
track up in the woods called the Bridgehampton 
Race Circuit. (Today a golf club called The 
Bridge). Professional racecar drivers held 500- 
mile races there, one of which, the Can-Am, 
attracted the greatest drivers in the world. 
Racing was also a big deal among the farmers 
then. They also flew small airplanes from grass 
strips and they took their farm equipment, 
when it broke, to one of the gas stations where 
mechanics could work on it. Bridgehampton 
was. a town of grease and gasoline, potatoes 
and farmers and, in the summer, field workers 
who lounged on the street in their off hours 
and drank from bottles of Thunderbird wine 
inside plain paper bags. Not far away, the 
Agway store sold fertilizer and feed. The entire 
town was surrounded by potato farms, so it 
was this noisy, busy blue collar place in the 
middle of nowhere. (Continued on page 54)

EARTH QUAKE IN THE HAMPIONS 


Earthquake Terror! 


From Now on Forget Hurricane Season, Brace for the Earthquakes 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he first week in August is the traditional 
kickoff date to the hurricane season in 
the Hamptons. The authorities are out, 
driving around, making announcements over 
loudspeaker systems. Stock up with canned 
goods. Keep gas in your car. Store gallon jugs 
of water in your basement. Check on telephone 
lines. Tape your windows. Blah, blah, blah. We 
all know the drill. It’s the same thing every year. 
Trouble is, there hasn’t been a really bad 
hurricane here in nearly a decade. And this 
spring, scientists discovered the reason 
why. Because the temperatures are rising 
and the polar ice caps are melting, a major 
reorganization in the sorts of disasters hitting 
the country is taking place. California now 
suffers from devastating drought. The Midwest 
is reeling from enormous tornadoes. Landslides 
are raising havoc in Oregon and forest fires are 
raging in Washington. 
Here in the Hamptons, the threat is now 


earthquakes. Big ones. The key indicator of 
this is the sudden change in the way that 
birds circle above this community. Until now, 
it’s been clockwise. Beginning in June of this 
year, however, it’s counter-clockwise. It has 
something to do with a change in magnetic 
fields, a change that heralds the arrival of 
earthquakes. Furthermore, these indicators 
peak between August 1 and October 31—the 
same time as the old hurricane season— 
because that is when the earth here is at its 
warmest, or as one expert recently said, most 
liable to crack open like a raw egg. 

The fault line on the South Fork is right under 
the center of the Montauk Highway running 
west to east from Shinnecock to Montauk. 
People have been driving one way or the other 
bumper-to-bumper for years there, packing the 
earth beneath the asphalt harder and harder 
and, so, as a result, cracks down under there 
have begun to appear. 

As a result, sometime very soon, the earth 
will suddenly split open and, minutes later, 


send either North of the Highway or South of 
the Highway slipping down into the water with 
a great rumbling and bubbling crash heard for 
miles. If it’s on the north, 10 minutes later, a 
giant tsunami with a 50’ wave will cross Peconic 
Bay and obliterate Greenport and New Suffolk 
on the North Fork. If it’s on the south, the 
tsunami will cross the ocean and, nine days 
later slam into Portugal, ripping it right out of 
Europe. In either case, back here, all that will 
remain is a South Fork just half the size of what 
it had been before, which just so happens will 
cause it to become of equal size to the formerly 
smaller North Fork. Is that a fluke, or what? 

What can you do? Not much. With a 
hurricane, you get a three-day warning. With 
an earthquake, it will be all over before you 
realize it’s here. In a way, you might consider 
this a saving grace. With hurricanes you have 
to worry about them as they make their way up 
the coast. But with earthquakes you don’t have 
that problem. It hits. That’s it.

It’s fair to say at this point that both sides

estate values of the South of the Highway 
will soar even farther into the stratosphere 
than they are now. Demand will far 
outstrip supply. And those who speculate. 
will make spectacular windfalls 
of cash. 

If it’s the South of the Highway that slips away, 
then you might think economic disaster would 
overwhelm those local folk that remain on the 
North. The wealthy summer home economy will 
have gone away in a flash.

But the fact 
is that Montauk, just in and of itself, from the 
Lighthouse to Napeague, is a wonderland 20 
miles long of history and beauty. From Ditch 
Plains and the surfers to the Montauk Lighthouse 
ordered built by George Washington, from the 
Montauk Manor castle high on the hill to the 
old Montauk Fishing Village, one can spend 
a full weekend enjoying the great natural his- 
tory, the dunes and the beaches, the hills 
and the cliffs and, in addition, all the exciting 
works of man _ brought’ here over 
the centuries. 


MONTAUK LIGHTHOUSE 

This is the big favorite thing to see in Montauk. 
George Washington said it should be built here. 
Keeps the ships from foundering on the rocks. 
Many shipwrecks happened anyway. 


DITCH WITCH 

Ditch Plains, where this food truck is, serves as . 
one of the big surfing spots on the east coast. 
Many surfing competition are held here. Ditch 
Witch is famous all by itself, almost as famous 
as the Lighthouse. See all the bicycles? 


CARL FISHER BIG BUILDING 

Facing the plaza in the very center of Montauk 
is this great big six-story skyscraper in a field. 
Somebody must have had big plans for the 
town way back when, but they went awry. I did 
this from far away so it looks small in the back- 
ground but it really is very big. 


FISHING VILLAGE SHARK 

Montauk: Fishing Village is world famous. 
They catch record-setting bass, bluefish, tuna 
and sharks here, except this one is plastic. 
Otherwise if they left it up all weekend like this 
it would smell. Lots of boats for charter. I get 
seasick though.

At that time, all were just farm fields 
and farmhouses. You could see in 
every direction forever. Today you 
can hardly see anything. 


If you went straight from here, you went 
through all the open potato fields to Sagaponack. 
There were a few farm stands along the way. 
The Poxabogue Golf Course was not yet built. 
Just to the west was a New York State Police 
building (now Allstate). There was a restaurant 
called the Stage Door at the corner of Town Line 
Road and Montauk Highway today occupied by 
Townline BBQ. There were the Cozy Cabins a 


little further down and across from that a gay 
bar and nightspot called Out of This World. (it 
closed in the 1960s and reverted to woods.) 
There was an old car dealership (Chrysler 
then, then Plitt Ford for many years), and then 
on your left a gas station and boat showroom 
(Sleepy’s) and finally, on your right, overlooking 


_Georgica Pond, a former two-story stucco home 


that had become a restaurant called Villa D’Or 
run by a famous celebrity New York City. chef. 
(This is now Osteria Salina). This chef was the 
only celebrity chef in the Hamptons. 

And something needs to be said about the 
three long farm roads that ran parallel to the 
Montauk Highway in Sagaponack. They were 
Parsonage Lane, Hedges Lane and Daniel’s 
Lane. At that time, all were just farm fields and

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farmhouses. You could see in every direction 
forever. Hedges Lane was named for the 
Hedges family, one of the founding families 
of Southampton. Today you can hardly see 
anything. And Hedges Lane is all hedgerows. 
You might think that’s why they call it 
Hedges Lane. 

I have described every building I remember 
between Bridgehampton and East Hampton. 
Everything else was potato farms, views to 
the horizon and, an occasional billboard for a 
tractor company, a Chris-Craft boat or a kind 
of farm animal feed. There was no commercial 
shopping center at Wainscott, no post office, 
no traffic lights anywhere. It was all woods or 
farms or narrow two-lane roads. | have always 
been delighted that during my lifetime I’ve seen 
a whole new village rise up: Wainscott. It’s even 
got a traffic light. 

From here on was the peaceful village of East . 
Hampton, almost entirely private homes all 
the way to Town Pond and Main Street. There 
was no bowling alley, no Red Horse Market, 
no Jewish Center. There was only an old gas 
station where there is a newer one now at the 
corner of Highway Behind the Lots and Montauk 
Highway. And then the turn at Town Pond 
which led into the commercial district and the 
only other traffic light between downtown East 
Hampton and the Lighthouse. 

I might note at this point that in 1956 Sag 
Harbor was only a diversion. There was almost 
no reason to go there. Between 1900 and 1945 
there were numerous factories there where 
local people worked making things such as 
watchcases, gas caps and airplane parts. But 
when the Second World War ended, most 
factory owners packed up and left to open | 
new factories in the South. All that remained 
was. a tired, depressed downtown with lots of 
boarded-up stores and a few bars. The men 
were mostly out of a job and drinking too much. 
The number of residents in the town did not 
fill the available houses there. Sag Harbor had 


been in its heyday during the whaling era that 


had ended in 1849. In 1956, down those narrow 
little roads there were all these cottages with 
nobody living in them, many in a decrepit state. 
Oddly, there was still a very loud noon whistle 
calling the few factory workers, almost none of 
whom were left, to their lunch break. This was 
a very depressing place. Also oddly, when I look 
at the town today bursting with prosperity and 
tourism and with the little homes all restored, it 
is a shock to me to see the new McMansions of 
the past few years, which is in the middle of this 
very historic place, and consists of large private 
homes of 3,000 square feet and more plopped 
down next to the historic whaling cottages. 
Who could have allowed this? 

East Hampton Main Street was another matter 
entirely. The set piece you see there today, with 
the stores at one end and the institutions at the 
other—library, newspaper office, Guild Hall, 
Town Pond, Clinton Academy—with historic 
homes lining Main Street between, were all 
there. If anything, it was even more spectacular 
than it is today. Lining both sides of Main Street 
were magnificent elm trees— 80’ tall, 10-feet-in- 
diameter tree trunks—so big that where they 
overarched the wide Main Street with their — 
leafy canopies, they met in the middle. On a 
sunny day in the summertime, Main Street —

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Ellen’s Run’s Bittersweet 20th Anniversary August 16

unday, August 16 will mark the 20th 

anniversary of Ellen’s Run, an annual race 
and walk leading the fight against breast cancer 
on the East End. The run, sponsored by The 
Ellen Hermanson Foundation, is a community 
celebration of life. 

“It all began the year after my sister Ellen 
died,” says Julie Ratner, the creator of Ellen’s 
Run and the chair of The Ellen Hermanson 
Foundation. Ratner remembers creating the 
first Ellen’s Run, a small, local fundraiser, for 
two reasons: “to continue the work that was 
so important to Ellen in her lifetime and to 
do something for her memory to live on for 
her daughter, who was only six years old when 
she died.” 

Ellen Hermanson was a remarkable warrior in 
the fight against breast cancer, both in her own 
personal journey and as an activist in curing 
the disease. Diagnosed in 1989, Hermanson 
was only in her 30s when her battle with 
breast cancer began, still nursing her newborn 
daughter. After six years of passionate writing 
and strong advocacy for progress in research, 
Hermanson passed away in 1995, leaving behind 
a newfound passion in. her sister. 

Ratner organized the first Ellen’s Run in 
1996 with few expectations. “We didn’t have a 
mission or direction,” she says. “I had no idea 
we'd be around 20 years later.” But the large 
turnout and success of the event sparked an 
enormous movement on the East End, headed 
by Ratner. 

Within the following year, Ratner started 
the Ellen Hermanson Foundation, a nonprofit 
organization that funds educational outreach 
and early detection for under-served 
communities of women, psychosocial support 
for breast cancer survivors and their families on 
Eastern Long Island and the Ellen Hermanson 
Breast Center at Southampton Hospital. 

The Foundation built Southampton Hospital’s 
Breast Center in 2009, seeking to address one 
major goal: “Women on the East End should 
be able to receive the same care as someone 
in New York going to an academic medical 
center. That level of service should be in our 
community,” Ratner says. 

East End breast cancer diagnosis and 
mortality rates are among the highest in the 
_ state. For this reason, the presence of a truly 
local foundation like the Ellen Hermanson 
Foundation is crucial for women’s health. “We 
keep our money in the Hamptons,” Ratner 
explains. “Other organizations come out here 
to raise money. We commit to the Hamptons. 
Where we raise the money is where the money 
stays.” 

But the impact that Ellen’s Run has on the East 
End community goes far beyond fundraising. 
“Ellen cared deeply about research and finding 
a cure, but also she understood from her own 
experience that it takes more than research 
to battle breast cancer—it takes a community 
and support.” _ 

Ratner reflects on her relationship with her 
sister, remembering that despite how close 
they were, she could not offer the support 
that Hermanson needed, and that it could only 
come from the breast cancer community. “She 
said,” Ratner recalls, “‘that as close as we are, 


you don’t get what it’s like to live 
with this, to walk in these shoes.’ 
She needed the community where 
everyone was in the same boat. 
They could support each other 
with understanding.” 

Meeting this need, The 
Foundation also funds Ellen’s Well, 
a network of support groups and 
free psychological and oncological 
social workers, to support women 
on the East’ End who’ve been 
diagnosed with breast cancer. 
Ellen’s Run, too, is the foundation’s 


major event for bringing the Etien Hermanson 


community together.

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Southampton Arts Center: A Celebration of Art and Family

he history of the Southampton Arts Center 

is a long one. Samuel Longstreth Parrish, a 
successful Quaker attorney from Philadelphia 
(and now  Southampton’s best-known 
benefactor), constructed the building that now 
houses the Center to be a gallery for exhibiting 
his collected treasures, consisting mostly of 
Italian Renaissance art and reproductions of 
classical Greek and Roman statuary. Built in 
1897, Parrish’s gallery was known as the Art 
Museum at Southampton. 

After 50 years, the brick structure began 
showing its age, and so in 1952 a restoration 
began—spearheaded by Mrs. Robert M. 
Littlejohn, arespected resident ofSouthampton’s 
estate section—to restore the building, now 
renamed the Parrish Art Museum. But by the 
mid-1980s it became clear that the Parrish Art 
Museum was outgrowing this original building— 
it lacked the basic infrastructure required 
of a professional museum, and it lacked the 
space to show its permanent collection along 
with temporary exhibitions, let alone new 
acquisitions. And so the Parrish Art Museum 
moved to a new building in Water Mill in 2012. 

The building they left behind in Southampton 
is the property of the Village of Southampton. 
Losing a major art museum and having a 
beautiful empty building on its hands, the Village 
did quite a bit of soul-searching to maintain 
the coherence of the historic building and the 
values it represented. It could have turned out

to be a lot of things, but Mayor Mark Epley, 
Planning Commission Chairman Siamak Samii, 
and Planning Commission member Thomas 
Knight agreed that a multidisciplinary, mixed- 
arts use for the building would not compete with 
the Southampton Cultural Center on Pond Lane, 
another key element of the arts district. Rather, 
they said such a facility would complement the 
offerings at the Cultural Center. 

The Southampton Arts Center’s mission is 
not just to promote art. The foundation works 
to encourage creative expression, familial 
unity, and community. Its galleries often 
show East End artists and its theater features 
performances, movies and live music. The 
building is surrounded by lush lawns on which 
children and adults can gather in the spring 
and summer months for musical treats or for 


art-centered workshops. It’s an_ interactive 
cultural center, really. Michele Thompson, 
director of the Center, has big plans to make 
the space more “organic” to the community. 
“We’re working on making modern amenities 
happen for the Center,” Thompson says. “We 
really need to accommodate the flexibility 
of artists now.” Enthusiastic and extremely 
knowledgeable, Thompson is devoted to the 
betterment of the Center. She wants to bring the 
Center’s facilities up to date and to also bring 
more natural sunlight into the second gallery 
space as a means of balancing art and the 
outdoors. Wanting to reinvigorate the space, 
she’s partnering with institutions like the Bay 
Street Theater, the Hamptons International Film 
Festival (HIFF) and the Miriam and Ira D. Wallach 
Gallery of Columbia University, to name a few.

She’s added staff and she’s had over 10,000 
visitors flock to the Center from July to August 
2014 alone. Thompson will soon announce 
upcoming corporate sponsorships. 

The space retains its historical integrity with 
beautiful features like its brick facade and walls, 
the wrought-iron side door and gates, and the 
interior ceiling’s plaster friezes. Inside, you may 
notice how the pure white walls in the gallery 
are kissed by soft, warm studio lights that 
shine on artwork of vastly different sizes and 
content. It is truly a calm, clean, and spiritual 
environment. Greco-Roman busts adorn the 


shady lawn just beside the entrance, an example 
of Samuel Parrish’s passion for iconographic 
art and serious art collecting. This is display 
enough to convince anyone to further explore 
the establishment. Or it could be the last thing 
that you visit—coming out of the museum, 
you're drawn to peek behind the brick walls 
overlooking Jobs Lane. The busts will be there, 
lined up like tombs at a national cemetery, 
waiting ever patiently for your admiration. 

In addition to their art exhibitions and 
installations, the Southampton Arts Center 
features outdoor movies on Friday evenings

In addition to 
enjoying the bounty of the East End, guests 
will also be supporting three important local 
charities, as a portion of the proceeds from 
Dan’s Harvest East End will benefit HRHCare, 
Long Island Farm Bureau and Peconic Land 
Trust. All three organizations provide much- 
needed support to the farm and vineyards, 
preserving the livelihood, vineyard vistas and 
tourism in East End Wine Country for decades 
to come. 


HRHCare (Hudson River HealthCare) is a 
nonprofit, New York State licensed, federally 
qualified health center. Founded in 1975 to 
provide care to the medically underserved 
population of Peekskill, HRHCare has grown 
to include 24 directly operated health centers 
and six sub-recipient health centers delivering 
care throughout a 10 county region of New 
York to 135,000 patients with over 200 primary 
care practitioners.

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shadow through which you drove or walked 
as if you were going through a tunnel. You can 
still see this for one block coming down Woods 
Lane from the west. Now imagine it for half a 
mile. It all got Dutch elm disease in the 1970s 
and, one by one, these great trees had to be cut 
down. They’ve been replaced by elms that do 
not get Dutch elm disease, but these are much 
smaller. A few big old elms do remain. 

In 1956,. all the stores were mom and pop. 
There wouldn’t be a high-end fashionable store 
in that town until the mid 1970s. There was a 
five and ten, a stationery store, a souvenir shop, 
two luncheonettes. When I first arrived, there 
were two gas pumps on Newtown Lane, right 
on the sidewalk, just 50 steps from Main Street. 
They were in front of the police station, which 
was there on Newtown Lane. Next door on the 
corner was an old lady who sewed dresses and 
made hats. (Now Eli Tahari). Across the street 
was a pharmacy, a post office and Sam’s Italian 
Restaurant (still there), and stores all the way 
up to what is now the Middle School but was 
then the town’s high school. 

As there was no further traffic light after the 
one in the center of this town, you could drive 
without delay through Pantigo, Amagansett 
and Montauk all the way out to the Lighthouse. 
Between East Hampton and Amagansett 
there was a motel, a big house turned into a 
restaurant called the Spring Close House, a 
garden center, a diner (still there), the Brent’s 
Store (still there) and a fuel oil complex (still 
there) and, across from the Spring Close House, 
a stable. There was no town hall there. It was an 
open field. 

In 1956, we drove around in cars that had 
tailfins. They were noisy and smoke came out 
the back tailpipes. They had loud radios. Many 
were big old convertibles so the wind raced 
through your hair. None had seatbelts. 

Amagansett had a school on Main Street, a lot 
of private homes on both sides, a restaurant, 
a post office, a few stores and on the corner 
where you entered town from the west, a gas 
station on the south side (still there.) 

At the eastern end of Amagansett, where the 
firehouse is, you had to make a 90-degree turn 
to the right and head down toward the beach. 
Route 27 followed this road, Atlantic Avenue, 
one block down to Old Montauk Highway, 
where you made a left turn and headed straight 
as an arrow out to Napeague and Montauk. At 
that left turn, now in the middle of a residential 
area, there was the Seaside Inn (still there) 
and a gas station (all gone.) About three years 
after we moved out, somebody got this idea to 
build an extension of Main Street to the east. 
It couldn’t be called by-pass, because it didn’t 
bypass anything. It simply made it possible 
for drivers to go straight past the fire house, 
then bear slightly to the right and head down a 
long straight new road to link up with Route 27 
further down. On this road today are the new 
Post Office, the IGA, a gas station and a deli 
(originally a Dodge car dealership). You would 
never know this was a road that had not been 
there until recently. 

At the foot of the Montauk Highway as you 
drove down the big hill from Amagansett into 
Napeague, there were about 80 billboards mostly 
on the right side of the road, all advertising 
fishing boats in Montauk, motels, restaurants 
and boat rentals.

light after the one in the center 


of this town, you could drive 
without delay. 


All along the Napeauge Stretch there was 
nothing for four miles. The scrub trees were so 
low you could look out and see the ocean half 
a mile away to the right, and you could see on 
the left the sand dunes that led out to the bay. A 
terrible smell permeated the highway there on 
certain days. The smell was from fish factories, 
huge plants by the bay where fishing boats 
docked to unload bags and bags of “bunker” 
fish into vats. The vats had boiling water in 
them, the fish were put in these vats and boiled 
up—smokestacks sent the fumes out for miles, 
and the fish were melted into a boiled mash to 
become glue, the glue put in barrels and the 
barrels put in railroad cars to be sent west to 
bottling plants where the glue was bottled for 
shipment to stores. 

There had been six of these factories along 
this stretch before we came. There was only 
one left, because business for this sort of glue 
was coming to an end. This last factory shut 
down two years after we came, and then there 
was no more smell. 

Montauk was a wild west town when we 
came. About 40 motels had been built in the ten 
years before we got there. My dad had bought 
the local pharmacy in that town, White’s. It 
was right on Main Street then, across from the 
Shagwong Restaurant & Bar. Montauk then 
was a fishermen’s paradise, with huge striped 
bass coming in at the docks, along with tuna, 
swordfish and mako. There were fishermen’s 
taverns, a big hotel on the hill (still there as 
Montauk Manor), and there were ranches out 
east toward the Lighthouse. The town in 1956 
had no street furniture, sidewalks or curbs. 
People just pulled right up to the stores, facing 
them. And often people would ride horses 
into town from the ranches and tie them to 
telephone poles to do their shopping. 

There were no beach stickers necessary to go 
to any of the beaches in Montauk, or anywhere 
else for that matter. You could just drive down 
to any road end, or to any beach pavilion 
(there were pavilions in East Hampton and 
Southampton) and you could park and go out 
and sunbathe. And that was it. 

In 1956, Montauk was just forming itself into a 
little town. There was no Chamber of Commerce 
office, no library, no police annex, no town 
clerk’s building. There were just a few stores, a 
tackle shop, a souvenir shop, a pizzeria. It was 
truly an outpost. 

And I, a refugee from the suburbs of Newark 
in New Jersey, where all the houses sat in 
rows with sidewalks and trees and curbs, fell 
instantly in love with this amazing place. ga

WINE CELLARS “C80 JOPERFECTION

t all begins with one bottle of wine. The soft pop of a cork followed by a 

vibrant pour of claret-colored lushness into a vessel that, when raised to the 

lips, releases a menagerie of scents and tastes, overwhelming the senses. 
Perhaps that first sip of a new find or a familiar favorite begets the purchase of a 
case or two. Suddenly there’s a collection that needs to be properly kept, lest the 
delicate, fickle liquid lose its dramatic flair or subtle aroma. It’s a true battle of the 
elements —hot vs. cold, arid vs. humid—that will determine the fate of each drop. 
For wine collectors and oenophiles, especially here on the East End, a wine cellar 
is the ideal addition to any home. 


HISTORICAL ONEOLOGY 

The first and most important factor for any wine cellar, or wine storage unit for that 
matter, is creating the ideal conditions. Over 3,000 years ago, winemakers in the 
near east and throughout the region that would become Europe stored wine in 
palace cellars and in cool, dark caves far from marauders and wild animals, out of 
the ravages of weather. The oldest known wine cellar on record is the Canaanite 
palace in Tel Kalori, Israel, located in the western Galilee region, uncovered by a 
team led by Dr. Eric HW. Cline of George Washington University in 2013. At this 
Middle Bronze Age (1900 to 1600 B.C.) site, archeologists uncovered 40 large 
storage jars in a “wine cellar’ which they estimate would have held upwards of 
2,000 liters, “or the equivalent of 3,000 modern bottles of wine.” 

Cline explains that researchers used organic residue analysis to learn more 
about the wine. “We don’t know where our wine was being made, but it looks 
like most of the wine...was red; a few jars might have held white,” he says. While 
Cline asserts that winemakers have used this storage method for at least 3,000 
years, “Bear in mind that | doubt this wine would have aged all that well; we 
suspect it was meant to be consumed almost right away.” 

With the advent of modern technology, we're far from cave dwellers and the only 
marauders in sight might be the influx of friends for the opening of a special or 
rare vintage like the Balthazar (12-liter) of Chateau Margaux 2009, a red that sold 
for $195,000 in Dubai. 

“If you dig down 8 to 4 feet in the ground you get the perfect conditions for 
storing wine,” says Peter Cimino of North Fork Wine Cellar Designs, who explains

CONTINUED FROM PAGE 14 wants,” the ideal temperature is “55 to 57 degrees” 


and “between 68% and 70% humidity.” Further, he says, “If you think long-term 
storage you need proper refrigeration and humidity so you can store it for 3O 
years or more.” 

Bud Handel of East End Wine Cellars concurs. “The only rule is to create 
an environmentally controlled space. High ceilings and big doors don't lend 
themselves to efficiency. | keep the doors as small as possible,” he says. 
Handel has worked with many architects over the years and advises his clients 
on the best design of a wine cellar, “If you build wine racks over 7’ tall you 
need a ladder or stool to reach bottles. It's not smart or safe to carry bottles 
of wine down a ladder.” 


GROWING COLLECTIONS 

While the Canaanite wine cellar was serviceable and the height of opulence 
in its day, modem materials and technology provide today’s oenophiles every 
opportunity to stretch their imagination with the only limits being budget 
and space. 

“'m building the second wine cellars for some of my first customers now. They 
expanded their collections, built bigger homes, and have done renovations,” 
Handel says, noting that people with tight spaces can also enjoy a wine cellar. 
“We can take a decent-size clothes closet and add a cooling system, a wood 
door with glass, and lights to add sparkle for very little cost. | did one with 400 
bottles like that for about $18,000.” 

“Once you have a wine cellar you end up buying more wine,” says Cimino, 
who encourages clients to consider the size of their current collection only as a 
starting point and to build as large as possible. A basic wine cellar, he says, can 
hold 800-1 ,200 bottles and has a price tag of about $40,000. But he’s also built 
wine cellars that can hold upwards of 8,500 bottles of wine for about $250,000. 
Given the size of the mega-mansions and estates in the Hamptons, it’s not hard 
to imagine a wine cellar with over 8,000 bottles of red, white, rosé and bubbly. 

Two main factors that determine the cost are the materials and the cooling 
system. “When it comes to materials you want hardwoods,” Cimino explains. 
“You don't want cedar because for long-term storage you can impart the scent 
of the wood in the cork, which can ruin the wine. All-heart redwood is the 
exception. It’s a soft wood but it’s good. Other good materials are maple, walnut 
and rosewood.” 

“The size of the space determines the cooling unit,” Handel says. “You can have 
a through-the-wall unit, like a room air conditioner, which is a lot less expensive.” 
Other options include a ducted system and a split-ducted system. Regardless 
of the cooling system, which is typically tucked behind the walls and ceilings, a 
steady temperature of about 55° is ideal. 


Fluctuations in temperature and humidity can alter the yeast, which can ruin the 
wines. Cimino says, “With the yeast you put in wine, if it’s too cold the yeast can't 
work. If it's too warm, the yeast goes wild and the wine goes bad.” 


A MATTER OF TASTE(ING) 
Most people can imagine a wine cellar being a room with row after row of bottles 
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lined up neatly on wooden shelves. When nearly any material can be used, the 
trends run the gamut Handel says. “Everybody's taste is different. For an ‘Old 
World’ look we use stone and brick for arches and pillars combined with oak 
and mahogany. Design is so eclectic with glass and stainless racks to stone and 
wood. Some people like a highly finished and polished wood, like furniture. That 
gets expensive.” 

“A more contemporary look is popular now with wine cellar design,” says Cimino, 
who also adds cigar humidors in many projects to take advantage of the perfect 
humidity conditions. “Lighter color wood and metal racking and a display So you 
can see the labels instead of the ends of the bottles are also popular.” 

To showcase their collections, Cimino says enthusiasts are creating wine tasting 
rooms and antechambers in addition to wine cellars. “Traditionally, these tasting 
rooms for collectors and winemakers are the best places to enjoy wine. Now we 
build adjoining rooms with tables and racking for storage and for special finished 
bottles. We put in windows so you can see the actual cellars.” 

With technology available to scan barcodes and a multitude of apps that send 
alerts when a special bottle is ripe for tasting, this ancient art has gone high- 
tech. Handel says that in his wine cellars he installs a series of bin markers to 
“keep track of special wines and inventory.” These markers are tied to integrated 
computer systems that, along with tracking inventory, keep wine notes handy. 

If you're short on space and prefer a low-tech option, our experts suggest the 
EuroCave that holds about 200 bottles, as well as units from Sub-Zero, Viking 
and U-Line all made to match stainless kitchen appliances that hold anywhere 
from 24-100 bottles. 

At the end of the day, to mark a milestone, or to round out a delicious meal, 
a glass of wine has been the choice across the globe for a few millennia as 
archeologists in Israel have proven. We wonder, what these explorers will 
discover tomorrow in some other far-off corner of the globe. Perhaps a perfectly 
oreserved vintage that has finally matured to perfection. That collection will need 
a good home, and when it comes to wine storage for any size collection. “It can 
be basic storage or it could be elaborate,” Cimino says. “My best advice is not 
to build a wine cellar for the collection you have right now. As soon as you have 
a wine cellar you'll buy more.”

here is something to be said for the power that lies in the identity

“So | 
would have to throw my hand out there and do the two-fingers thing and say, 
‘Okay, this is the South Fork, you've heard of the Hamptons—well, we're on 
the other half.” 

Times have certainly changed in how that other half lives. Flash forward from 
those travels of yesteryear and Cardinale is still not only living the North Fork life 
but selling it—figuratively and literally—as one of its leading brokers, while the 
bucolic location resting on those slightly higher latitudes than the Hamptons has 
never been hotter with an ever-widening audience. 

“Now, my sister and | go down to Miami for a weekend every month throughout 
the winter, and when we're in South Beach there are people from all over 
the country, all over the world, and almost all of them, when | say I’m from 
the North Fork, say ‘Oh, yes!’” Cardinale says, “Sometimes we still get ‘Oh,

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A North Fork Love story

Her father’s family, originally from Brooklyn, spent their summers out here going 
back to the 1940s. In 1978, her parents moved here full-time after owning their 
own summer home for a decade. “Slowly but surely, my family moved out here,” 
she says with no small joy. The annual Christmas Day photo at her grandfather's 
home captures 60 or so relatives, all locals. “Now all of my aunts and uncles and 
most of my cousins are based on the North Fork. Some work in the city, some 
in Connecticut, but this is home for all of us.” 

Cardinale has made real estate a fourth-generation proposition in her family. 
Her great grandfather and grandfather, then her dad and her brothers, all got 
into the business, although “the most recent generations did commercial real 
estate —management, investment and redevelooment.” She and her now-ex- 
husband had a construction company, she established decorating and interior 
design businesses—no part of the business is an unknown to her. “I've done 
a lot of different aspects—we would buy homes, fix them up, | would stage 
them and then we'd sell them, so we've always done it on our own from 
our Own personal investment and working with my family, but | had not done 
sales, and definitely not residential sales until about 10 years ago. So that was 
a big shift.” 

That shift came about while she was going through her divorce and “trying 
to think of wnat could | do that | could utilize the skills that | had from so 
many businesses before to make a living here on the North Fork while raising 
my children,” she says. “I didn’t want to be working in the city or anywhere 
else where | wouldn't be able to pick up my kids from school or drop them 
off in the moming. 

“| really wanted to go back to school and do therapy or psychology of some 
type,” she continues, “but | found out that this business—or my own way of 
doing this business —is really more about all of that and not about sales. | look at 
it more as getting to understand my clients, whether it’s buyers or sellers, what 
they want and what they need— because oftentimes when they first come to me, 
they're not even sure. And once | understand who they are, how they live, what 
they want, what will make them happy, the CONTINUED ON PAGE 24 
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: right property will sell itself to them. That's 
where | fell in love with it.” 

I's a love story that has grown over time, during which Cardinale has come to 
see the differences— “none better, none worse, just differences” she says with a 
diplomatic air—between the markets that mark the two forks. 

“The North Fork buyer and the South Fork buyer are a slightly different kind of 
person,” she notes. “Here on the North Fork, people tend to be a little bit more 
conservative by nature, they do not spend beyond their means, they spend 
beneath their means. So when we do have those fluctuations in the market like 
we did in ’08, on the North Fork we lag behind—we don’t feel the hurt quite as 
quickly, and we also recover a little more slowly. For me, ‘08 and ’O09 were great 
years, even 2010 was pretty darn good, then '11 and ‘12 was when | started 
to feel things changing a little bit,” Cardinale adds. “And now ’13 was on that 
upswing, '14 was even better, and this year is going to be my best year ever. 

“So it’s definitely on the incline,” she goes on, “and we're starting to feel things 
pop on the upper price points again. I’m seeing properties sell at asking price 
and above, we're seeing many properties with multiple offers —if it’s priced right, 
it will sell, it will probally sell fairly quickly, and it will probably have more than 
one buyer interested in it.” 

That surge is fueling interest across the North Fork, it seems. There’s the 
“sweet spot,” as Cardinale calls the area from Laurel to Southold. Locations 
such as Jamesport and Aquebogue also garner praise, as she notes their 
combination of quintessential North Fork charm with a desirable proximity 
to both the South Fork and New York City. And then there’s the recent 
Greenport explosion. 

“| get it, because | love Greenport. It’s so much fun—it’s the only walking 
village on the North Fork, where if you live in the city and you want to take 
the Jitney out or the train, you get dropped off, you don’t ever need a car, 
there's always plenty to do or see there, and it’s just got its own character and 
charm and energy.” 

Cardinale’s enthusiasm when she speaks of every corner of the North Fork is 
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infectious, peppered with the kind of effusive inflections and knowing laughs that 
can only come from a local who can’t hold back. “This sounds really cliche, but it 
feels like | live in paradise and | love everything about being here, and | think that’s 
why it feels so easy to do what | do, because | believe in it,” she says. “l come 
from a family of boaters, so this time of year we definitely spend a lot of time on 
the water. | love horses and have ridden since | was 11, and my daughter also 
rides. I’m a huge foodie, food is one of life’s great pleasures, and good food and 
good company is a great night for me, and there are definitely plenty of wonderful 
restaurants to enjoy out here. Anywhere | can be out enjoying my family and my 
friends, that’s where | am.” .

INVISIBLE LOCATION | ISSUES. FOR PURCHASING PROPER

: ocation, location, location. Have you ever driven by a property and 
questioned why they don’t just put XYZ (coffee shop, apartments, 
offices, gym) in over there? Then, you thought to yourself, “| can do it, 

’m going to be rich!” The problem with your get-rich plan is that what you see is 

not what you get when you solely focus on the visual aspects of a given property 

(i.e. location, location, location). Before becoming a first-time developer of 

residential or commercial real estate you need to understand these five invisible 

location issues. 


Availability of Permits 
The first question when thinking to oneself that a location looks perfect to 
develop isn’t its proximity to where you want to be or the dimensions of the 
parcel and/or structures or even the existence of certain optimal structures on 
the land, but more importantly, the only operative first inquiry is what are the 
as-of-right uses permitted for this property (i.e. is it legal to do what | envision 
on this property?). To illustrate, a client recently asked me if | thought a certain 
sum was a good price for him to pay to his landlord to buy the land where he 
stores his landscaping business trucks and equipment. After a 5-minute look 
at the Municipal Code we determined that he shouldn’t even be renting at that 
property any longer, much less buying it, as it was located within a residential 
district and he was utilizing the property illegally for commercial purposes. In 
fact, the quickest way to go out of business is for the municipality to shut your 
business down as a result of your illegal use of property. Therefore you need 
to ascertain your as-of-right uses (i.e. physical, dimensional and intended 
purpose) for a given parcel of property before even considering a prospective 
purchase of the property. To do this, first determine which town (i.e. hamlets 
are considered located in the town), village or city the parcel is located within. 
This is done by checking the tax bills for a property because all municipalities 
tax their inhabitants. Then, it's incumbent upon you to determine the parcel’s 
zoning district designation within that municipality, which can be determined by 
contacting the municipal Assessor's office in which the property is located. Only 
then can you check the local Code to ascertain the physical, dimensional and 
purpose rules for the property, which can be found at the website generalcode. 
com, or by going to your local municipality (or their online website). If the Code 
doesn’t expressly permit your proposed use, you may still be able to use the 
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property for your goals, but the cost of such use will then be significantly more 
expensive. If you want to move forward, look up the availability of Special Use 
Permits for your proposed plan before throwing in the towel. 


Special Use Permits 

While certain uses of land are as-of-right, others are permissible only with 
special permission (aka Special Use Permit) from the municipality. Special Use 
Permits offer additional uses for property beyond the designated as-of-right 
uses, but such additional uses require proof that certain enumerated codified 
conditions are satisfied, which are designed to mitigate the negative secondary 
impact of such additional use on adjacent properties. The need for a Special Use 
Permit is rarely a terminal diagnosis for your intended project, but it will create 
another layer of cost. Still further, if you worry about the permit being arbitrarily 
denied by your municipality, it’s incumbent upon you to hire an attorney to 
submit the paperwork to the municipality because a judicial appeal of the Town's 
or Village’s denial (i.e. Article 78 Proceeding) is restricted to a review of the 
record before the municipality. Also, be mindful that there is a 30-day statutory 
limitations period in which such an Article 78 Proceeding must be filed or 
it's deemed abandoned. 


Area Variance 

Should the only impediment to your intended use be that your project calls 
for non-conformance with the dimensional or physical requirements for your 
property pursuant to the local Code, and should no Special Use Permit be 
available, then you will need to apply for an Area Variance (i.e., exception from 
Code prohibition) in order to effectuate your vision for the property. Generally, 
one must first undertake the charade of applying for and being denied a permit 
for an as-of-right use prior to seeking relief from the Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA), which issues variances within municipalities. Pursuant to both Town Law 
and Village Law, the five factors considered by the ZBA in an area variance 
application are: “(1) whether an undesirable change will be produced in the 
character of the neighborhood or a detriment to nearby properties will be created 
by the granting of the area variance; (2) whether the benefit sought by the 
applicant can be achieved by some method, feasible for the applicant to pursue,

CONTINUED FROM PAGE 26 requested area variance is substantial; (4) whether 


the proposed variance will have an adverse effect or impact on the physical or 
environmental conditions in the neighborhood or district; and (5) whether the 
alleged difficulty was self-created, which consideration shall be relevant to the 
decision of the board of appeals, but shall not necessarily preclude the granting 
of the area variance.” More so, one needs to learn how to play politics in order to 
be approved for an area variance. Beyond appeasing the powers that be on the 
ZBA, going to speak with neighbors, civic associations, chambers of commerce 
and the like prior to making an application creates the best chance for success 
in obtaining the area variance. By going through the political game, you will know 
and understand your neighbors’ specific objections to your proposed project 
and have an opportunity to modify your project in order to accommodate those 
neighbors’ objections (i.e., make concessions) prior to making your application 
for the variance to the ZBA. Accordingly, your application will then be able to 
demonstrate your neighborhood's support for your project (i.e., the project then 
creates a desirable change with reference to factors 1 and 4). Nonetheless, 
should this application fail, an Article 78 judicial appeal is available, but again 
as with the Special Use Permit, the evidence within such a judicial intervention 
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is restricted to the record and the proceeding must be commenced within the 
30-day limitations period from the filing of the decision on the variance application 
in the office of the municipal clerk. 


Use Variance 

Even where your existing structure or proposed construction meets the 
dimensional or physical limitations imposed by your local Code and the structure 
is consequently deemed as-of-right, your municipality’s Code may restrict your 
proposed business from operating at the situs of your parcel. When your intended 
purpose for the property is non-conforming with the Code a Use Variance 
is required for you to effectuate your vision for the property. To be granted 
a use variance, you, as the applicant, will need to demonstrate to the local 
municipality's ZBA that the zoning restrictions have caused you an “unnecessary 
hardship.” Pursuant to both Town Law and Village Law, an “unnecessary 
hardship” is proven by going through “each and every permitted use” for the 
property within the district and, for each, demonstrating that “(1) the applicant 
cannot realize a reasonable return, provided that lack of return is substantial as 
demonstrated by competent financial evidence; (2) that the alleged hardshio 
relating to the property in question is unique, and does not apply to a substantial 
portion of the district or neighborhood; (8) that the requested use variance, if 
granted, will not alter the essential character of the neighborhood; and (4) that 
the alleged hardship has not been self-created.” Best practice in seeking a Use 
Variance is to make the granting of the variance a condition of purchase where 
both the seller(s) and buyer(s) cooperate in jointly making the application before 
the subject municipality. Therefore, you can more easily demonstrate that the 
as-of-right uses do not realize a reasonable return by arguing that the same is 
the basis of the current owner's sale of the property. Still further, experts are 
required to determine how your proposal will affect traffic, water, noise and the 
like. Whatever you do, don’t skimp on experts (e.g., real estate and business 
appraisers, accountants, and industry experts as well) because their reports form 
your application record, which, again, is the only evidence before a Court in a 
subsequent Article 78 Proceeding arguing that the ZBA’s decision was arbitrary 
and capricious. 


Up-zoning / Rezoning / Change of Zone 
Where a sought-out use is not as-of-right and should the use be for an entire 
corridor (i.e., a strip of buildings) rather than an individual parcel, perhaps the 
best practice to see your vision realized is to seek a change to the zoning for 
your property (aka Up-zoning, Rezoning, Change of Zone) rather than receiving 
an exception from the Code (i.e. variance). To accomplish a Change of Zone, 
start by lobbying the local powers that be (i.e. Town/Village Board and/or 
Planning Board) and arguing through a Change of Zone Petition (i.e., local Codes 
have different names and processes for the application) that your vision is in 
accordance with the living comprehensive plan for the municipality. Such a plan 
identifies the community's short- and long-term goals and objectives to protect, 
enhance, and grow the municipality. While municipalities are generally divided 
into different districts with strict regulation of required building specifications 
and permitted uses, rezoning involves the reclassification of property into a 
new or different district that permits the purposed utilization for the property 
location. New York's highest court has blessed the concept of rezoning by 
explaining that “changing conditions call for changed plans, and persons who 
own property in a particular zone or use district enjoy no eternally vested right 
to that classification if the public interest demands otherwise” in the perennial 
case of Rodgers v. Village of Tarrytown. Yet, such actions, which are usually 
carried out by the municipal planning board, are subject to legal charges of Spot 
Zoning, which seek a judicial determination that the Up-zoning was invalid and 
the activity apparently permitted for the property under its new zone is enjoined 
(i.e., stopped). Spot Zoning is “the process of singling out a small parcel of land 
for a use classification totally different from that of the surrounding area, for the 
benefit of the owner of such property and to the detriment of other owners” 
according to the Rodgers Court. Instructively, those seeking 
Rezoning are required to articulate to the municipality that the proposed 
Up-zoning is in line with “a comprehensive plan for the general 
welfare of the community” as opposed to being “for the benefit of 
individual owners.” 1.

hile stand-up comedy may be a stepping- 

stone for others, comic Kathleen Madigan 
is exactly where she wants to be. As far as she 
is concerned, she’s made it and there are no 
greater heights to be reached. 

“I don’t really have any other goals,” she 
admits during an interview in advance of her 
August 17 performance at Sag Harbor’s Bay 
Street Theater. Her sister told her to stop 
saying that out loud, because people will think 
she’s lazy. 

“I work 300 nights a year—I’m not lazy,” 
Madigan says. “It’s just, this was the goal and 
now I’m living it. Why do I have to have another 


one? Who decided that you should keep setting 
more goals for yourself, Oprah? I mean, who’s 
telling people this? I don’t understand where 


‘these messages are coming from. If you’re 


happy doing what you do, keep doing it.” 
The American Comedy Award winner for Best 


Female Stand-Up never set out to be ona sitcom 


or in a movie, though many have encouraged 
her to go out for roles. 

“I tell them don’t pick me, pick a 
real actor,” Madigan says. “I’m not an 
actor. I can’t explain this enough. It’s like 
asking me to fill your cavity—I am not 
a dentist.” 

Acting is a different craft than stand-up, and 


she doesn’t have the patience for it. She prefers — 
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Comedian Kathleen Madigan 


to work for an hour and call it quits for the 
night. “I’m just a comic,” she says. “It’s all I ever 
wanted to be. I’m being it.” 

She’s very happy, and wants to carry on until 
she’s too tired to go on the road anymore. 

Madigan is well traveled. With her close 
friend Lewis Black, she’s gone with the USO to 
Afghanistan and Iraq to perform for NATO and 
U.S. troops. She’d like to do more entertainment 
for the troops, but she has no plans to return 
to the Middle East anytime soon. Some of the 
places they visited have fallen into ISIS hands 
since then. “I would be terrified to go back 
to that region right now, but it wasn’t that 
terrifying three years ago,” Madigan says. “It’s 
amazing what ISIS has done in three years.” 

She touches on her time there in her act, 
and offers her observations on how things 
have changed. When it comes to hot-button 
topics such as the Middle East and politics, she 
typically doesn’t take sides. Instead, she seeks 
to point out the absurdity. 

One hot-button topic she feels comfortable 
expounding on is the situation in Ferguson, 
Missouri, where the first anniversary of the fatal 
police shooting of Michael Brown was August 8. 
Authorities declared a state of emergency this 
week in the St. Louis area, where she grew up. 

“I don’t know if I'd feel comfortable talking 
about it if | wasn’t from there, but it’s sort 
of like a Get Out of Jail Free Card—you can 
talk about it,” she says. She drove every day 
on highways that are now being shut down 
by protestors and she worked for years at a 
restaurant on West Florissant Avenue, where 
looting is being reported. 

Madigan doesn’t write out her jokes and 
observations. Instead, her purse is_ full 
of bar napkins with words on them. Empty 
out her bag and one might find “Ferguson,” 
“Afghanistan,” “Trump”. and “UPS” scribbled 
on crumpled paper. They may seem like the 
writings of a mad person, she acknowledges, 
but those napkins are the basis for her clever 
jokes and artful storytelling. ga

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Who’s Here

n 1988, David S. Reynolds and his wife, 
Suzanne Nalbantian Reynolds, along with 
her brother Haig, built a home on Daniels Lane 
in Sagaponack. The home was surrounded 
by potato fields that stretched to the ocean. 
Nearby was the former home of Truman Capote, 


the author who had recently passed away. 


Elsewhere in Sagaponack had lived authors 
Irwin Shaw and James Jones. Author Peter 
Matthiessen lived less than a mile away. George 
Plimpton and John Irving lived nearby. Author 
Kurt Vonnegut had recently bought a home on 
Main Street a mile away. 

It was not that the Reynolds were writers 
of fiction themselves. But it made great sense 
that they would be around writers. Both taught 
courses in literature, David American literature 
at Baruch and later at the CUNY Graduate 
Center and Suzanne comparative literature at 
LIU-Post. Both had authored scholarly works 
about writers of the past, and in fact that very 
year David’s Beneath the American Renaissance, 
published by Knopf, won the Christian Gauss 
Award as the year’s best work of literary 
criticism. David was also doing research toward 
Walt Whitman’s America, which, when Knopf 
later published it, won the prestigious Bancroft 
Prize, the Ambassador Book Award and a 
National Book Critics Circle Award nomination. 

The South Fork of eastern Long Island was 
a summer retreat for not only authors but 
also agents, publicists, editors, publishers and 
non-fiction writers who toiled away in ivory 
towers in colleges from September to June. 


Sometimes they were all seen together, at the - 


beach, in each other’s back yards, in local 
restaurants. Many were raising young children. 
The Reynolds’ daughter was then three. And so 
they came out from their main residence in Old 
Westbury and, well, they’ve been here in the 
summertime ever since. 

On a table in the living room, I saw framed 
photos of their daughter, now grown and 
studying urban planning in grad school at 
Harvard, and I saw pictures of the Reynolds 
with Hillary and Bill Clinton. I asked about it. 

“They rented a home a few houses down two 
summers ago,” David told me. “They invited 
us over one day. There were bodyguards right 
across Daniels Lane the whole time, in their 
black SUVs.” 

And there was another reason why they chose 
to summer here. The eastern end of Long Island 
is, in fact, a community of villages that were 
founded by the English settlers of New England 
in colonial times. Reynolds is a New Englander 
through and through, born and raised there. 
The East End reminded him of home. 

After a short visit with the two of them in 
their living room, David and | repaired to the 
downstairs library to get to know one another. 

David Reynolds has become an expert in 
nineteenth-century American literature, 
particularly the period just before and during the 
Civil War when America went through its grand 
literary renaissance. There was Walt Whitman, 
Edgar Allan Poe, Ralph Waldo Emerson, Henry 
David Thoreau, Emily Dickinson, and of course

Hawthorne and Melville, all writing and destined 
to receive great recognition in the English 
speaking world. America had come of age. 

“The Scarlet Letter came out in 1850,” Reynolds 
told me. “In 1851, there was Moby-Dick, in 1852 
The House of the Seven Gables, in 1854 Walden, 
and in 1855 Leaves of Grass.” 

He has written about them all. He’s won 
awards writing about them. You may know 
some of his books. John Brown, Abolitionist. 
Waking Giant: America in the Age of Jackson. 
Mightier Than the Sword: ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ 


and the Battle for America. There are 10 others, 


including, most recently, Lincoln’s Selected 
Writings. Reynolds writes of these great authors 
not just as individuals head-and-shoulders 
above others, but as products of their times, 
fully caught up in the issues of the day—with 
their own opinions about the politics, religions, 
class divisions, corruption and America’s place 
in the world weaving in and out in their writings. 
Today when a new book comes out about that 
period, editors of literary magazines often call 
on him to write reviews. He writes regularly 
for The New York Times Book Review, The 
Wall Street Journal and The New York Review 
of Books. He writes essays for The Atlantic, 


The Huffington Post and other journals. He’s 


currently working on another book about Abe 
Lincoln. 

Reynolds was born in Providence, Rhode 
Island and was raised in a home attached to a 
New England lighthouse, erected in 1828. The 
lighthouse sits on a point of land in the town 
of Barrington, Rhode Island, 10 miles south of 
Providence along the shore of Narragansett 
Bay. “When I was growing up,” David told me, 
“complete strangers would knock on the door 
of our home and ask us to give them a tour up 


the winding stairs to the top of the lighthouse, 
and we would. Things were much different in 
those days.” 

David’s father and mother were both from 
families whose ancestors came over on the 
Mayflower in 1620. “I am a descendant of 
William Brewster, John and Priscilla Alden, 
Roger Williams of Rhode Island, Roger Conant 
of Salem, and the Coffins of Nantucket.” 

His dad was a successful life insurance 


~ salesman in Providence. His mother was an 


art teacher, teaching both at the Rhode Island 
School of Design and at home. She raised 
David and two older sisters, and she was also a 
designer of Hallmark Cards. The home attached 
to the lighthouse was at first built simply, but 
subsequent owners kept adding on to it. By the 
time David’s father bought it, it had 15 rooms. 

David went to a private school called the 
Providence Country Day School. He loved to 
read and write. He wrote stories on his dad’s 
old manual typewriter, thinking up plots and 
ideas in the style of Poe, Hemingway and 
others, calling himself “Spencer Lee.” (David’s 
middle name is Spencer). 

“It was during the era of Harper Lee,” he said. 
“But I just squirreled them away. Then | threw 
them away.” 

He grew up tall and lean, a classic New 
Englander, and in school he played football and 
tennis and was the co-captain of the basketball 
team. He went off to college, to Amherst, and 
graduated magna cum laude with a degree in 
English and American Studies. He played organ 
in a rock band in college, the A-Men. 

“For Amherst,” he said. “The band’s ad line 
was: ‘The A-men. The last word in music.” 

What was he to do with his life? His father was 
concerned for him. He was so bright. He should 
go to law school or to business school. He 
applied. And he was accepted at many schools. 
He could be an attorney. But is that what he 
wanted to be? _ 

“I sat down with a good friend I had at this 
time, and we talked. When I told him I had no 
interest in the law, he asked me what did | like 
to do? I told him I enjoyed reading, writing, 
history and culture. He said how about a 
job teaching?” 

David had been on the brink of announcing he 
would be going to law school at the University 
of Virginia. Now he would decline. Instead, he 
took a job teaching at the Providence Country 
Day School, his old alma mater. 

“I taught seventh and tenth grade,” he said. 


- “Providence Country Day School was then 


an all-boys’ school. And from the get go the 
students tried to take the measure of me. I 
decided I would try to be Mr. Nice Guy. A 
mistake. They tended to go wild. Also, the 
administration told: me that, without further 
compensation, I'd be the JV basketball coach, 
the assistant tennis coach, and the assistant 
coach for the football team. I was there 
every day until 6 p.m. and it wasn’t working. 
Among other things the basketball team, 
under my tutelage, won only 1 game out of 14 
that year.” 

One year there was about enough. He 
came home to _ his (continued on next page) 
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mother and father. “My father had made some 
contacts for me at Dun and Bradstreet in their 
Providence office. They had a job waiting. 
I went. I got involved in working to find out 
assets and liabilities of companies D and B 
was investigating.” 

He lasted six months. 

“It was really boring. I thought, enough of 
this, I’m going to grad school, to get a Ph. D. in 
American literature.” He went to the University 
of California at Berkeley, where he stayed seven 
years until he got his degree. 

“I missed the East Coast at first, the changes 
of the season, the New England topography, 
the Atlantic Ocean. But then I got hooked 
on Berkeley. Golf, tennis, the professors, the 
library, my classmates.” 

And he got back to playing music, country 
music—Hank Williams, Johnny Cash, Charlie 
Pride—in small clubs in suburban towns such 
as Fremont, nearby. 

“You sing?” I asked. 

“Oh yes.” 

He also wrote songs for others. A song called 
“Mr. Right Just Left” was recorded by country 
western singer Susan Dodd. “It got airplay 
around the country. For awhile I was getting 
these little airplay checks, for 12 or 13 dollars.” 

Off the library in this house in Sagaponack, 
he has a small writing office. He took me there. 
There was a desk, a chair and a computer. And 
there were musical instruments. 

“I write awhile. | compose awhile,” he said. 
“It’s such a mess. I hope you don’t mind.” 

I told him it looks like where I write. There 


were stacks of paper, on which he had written 
things in longhand. Longhand? 

“When I’m writing a book, I get up very early, 
sometimes beginning at 7. | demand of myself 
that I write 5 pages a day longhand, on a yellow 
pad and I won’t leave off until I am done. This 
is how I have always written. I think I see more 
when I write it down longhand. On Saturdays, 
I enter it all into the computer. I edit on 
the computer.” 

There is lunch at noon, then back to work 
and, at 4 o’clock, off to the beach—they have 
private access down a path to the beach—then 
dinner, a one mile walk, then work till 11. 

I asked David how he had met his wife. 

“She and I met at a Modern Language 
Association literary conference in Los Angeles. 
It was December 1982, a few years after | got 
my doctorate. We had both crashed a cocktail 
party at this professors’ conference. We got to 
talking. We realized we had something going. 
We had a few dates and were married six 
months later.” 

Suzanne, who was born in upstate New York 
and raised in Manhattan, is of Armenian descent 
on both sides. Her father’s family fled Smyrna 
during the massacres of 1922 ona French ship to 
Marseilles, emigrating eventually to the U.S. Her 
mother was a pioneering literary scholar, and 
her maternal aunt was a famous editor at The 
New York Times Book Review. Suzanne’s parents 
lived on the Upper West Side of Manhattan, and 
then in Old Westbury, where the Reynolds now 
live in the wintertime. Suzanne is a professor 
at LIU-Post, in nearby Brookville, where she 


teaches Comparative European Literature. She 
has written numerous books, one of which is the 
edited volume The Memory Process, a celebrated 
work which considers the merging of literature 
with neuroscience. 

David told me about the people he writes 
about. “Andrew Jackson was a fearless man,” he 
said. “In the War of 1812, he and a small band of 
men with muskets beat a British regiment many 
times their size in the Battle of New Orleans 
and drove them off. He was the first president 
to be elected twice, in 1828 and 1832. Earlier, in 
1806, he was in a duel. A man named Charles 


‘ Dickinson insulted his wife. Charles Dickinson 


at the time was known as one of the best 
marksmen in Tennessee. The two met on a field, 
standing eight paces apart. Dickinson fired first. 
The bullet entered Jackson’s chest, shattering 
two ribs and settling close to the heart. The 
bullet was in there—it would remain in there 
all his life—and Jackson was bleeding, the 
blood running down inside his heavy overcoat. 
Dickinson couldn’t see this, however. Jackson 
just stood there, unmoved. Now it was his 
turn. He raised his pistol and fired. Down went 
Dickinson, shot in the stomach. He died a few 
hours afterwards. Jackson later said, ‘I should 
have hit him if he had shot me in the brain.’ 
“When Jackson was president, he was leaving 
the Capitol building one day when a man 
stepped out from behind a pillar and fired 
a pistol at him from close range—the first 
presidential assassination attempt in American 
history. The man pulled the trigger and the gun 
fired, but the bullet did (Continued on page 70) 
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not discharge, apparently because the misty 
weather had dampened the powder. Most 
people would have ducked out of the way, but 
not Jackson. Instead, he lifted his cane and ran 
toward the assailant, who drew out another gun 
and fired. Again the gun failed. Others wrestled 
the gunman to the ground. Jackson calmly went 
on with his day. He said, ‘I was not born to be 
assassinated.’ That’s what Andrew Jackson was 
all about.” 

He talked about John Brown. 

“John Brown was an abolitionist who believed 
that he and his men could topple slavery by 
setting off a slave revolution. He thought the 
whole South was a powder keg of discontent 
and that the rebelling slaves, urged on by 
his small band of abolitionists, would create 
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terror and panic and cause the South to free 
the slaves. Brown and nineteen of his followers 
made a raid into Harpers Ferry, Virginia. The 
idea was to free some slaves, escape into the 
mountains, and set up a chain of what we would 
call terror cells in the hills in order to create 
an atmosphere of fright and insecurity among 
slaveholders. Instead, he and his men were 
captured at Harpers Ferry by federal troops. 
John Brown was tried, convicted on three 
counts, and then hanged on December 1859. 
It was big news. John Brown became a hero in 
the North and a demon in the South, and so he 
fanned the hostility between the two sections, 
helping to spark the Civil War.” 

David talked about Walt Whitman. He was in 
Sagaponack when he did his research and wrote 
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Walt Whitman’s America, which is probably his 
best-known work. He had become fascinated 
with this historic figure. 

“Did you ever go up to Southold?” I asked. 

David had no way of knowing this, but two 
years ago, I had written about Whitman in Dan's 
Papers, in particular about a dramatic incident 
in Walt Whitman’s life in Southold and had done 
much research to get the information about it. 1 
knew a lot about this. 

Walt Whitman, at 23, came out to Southold 
to teach school. He lasted just one semester. 
Reportedly, word went around the community 
that he had attempted to have sexual relations 
with one of the schoolboys he taught, and 
after a preacher denounced him and his evil 
ways from the pulpit, an angry mob of citizens 
gathered on the church lawn, then surged 
up “tar hill” to get hot tar out of a cauldron 
there, then continued on to the house where 
Whitman was staying (sleeping in the attic with 
the boy he supposedly molested). A servant 
raced in and warned Walt they were coming, 
and America’s greatest poet, not quite yet a 
great poet, fled to a nearby doctor’s house and 
soon thereafter was tarred and feathered and 
run out of town on a rail. As a result, this small 
one-room schoolhouse became known as the 
“Sodom School,” and remained as such for the 
next half a century. 

David surprised me by asking, “Did you read 


‘Katherine Molinoff’s pamphlet?” 


I had. In 1991, while Reynolds was doing 
research for Walt Whitman’s America, he found 
that Molinoff, a graduate student at LIU, had 
come out to Southold and interviewed some 
of the people there, all of whom remembered 
being told by their elders that the story of — 
Whitman’s transgressions was true. I had seen 
this pamphlet in the East Hampton Library. _ 

“I went up to Southold in 1993, to interview - 
the same family that: Molinoff interviewed,” 
David said. “And they told me the same thing. 
I also interviewed David Swertfager, the great- 
great grandson of Walt Whitman’s sister Mary.” 

Whitman’s sister Mary Von Nostrand lived in 
Greenport. There are letters between Mary and 
Walt. Mary had married a shipbuilder. 

“Swertfager said his grandparents told him 
Mary had confirmed the story. He said the story 
was passed down by his grandmother, Zona 
Young Tuthill. She said she’d been told that 
Walt Whitman was the black sheep of the family 
mostly because he had been gay.” 

Later in life, after he wrote Leaves of Grass, 
when asked where he taught when he was 
young, Walt Whitman did not mention Southold. 

“So we really don’t know if any of this at the 
‘Sodom School’ was true?” I asked. 

“Right,” he said. 

David and I finished our talk and we went 
back upstairs to the living room so I could say 
goodbye to his wife. Out the sliding glass, the 
view was very different from when they had 
first moved here back in 1988. Many of the 
potato fields have been sold off, many homes 
with hedgerows surrounding them have been 
built, and mostly what you look out at now 
are these estates, although there remain small 
spaces where the ocean is in view. 

Things change. History happens. It was 
extraordinary to spend some time with David and 
Suzanne Reynolds, people who care and write 
about these times from long ago, as do I. i

Jules Feiffer, by Martha

Feiffer is quoted as saying “The one thing 
I should have been I’m not: Fred Astaire,” 
because “I didn’t have the talent or discipline.” 

But, he adds, he did the “next best thing,” 
which was to “tap dance my way through life... 
tap dancing through relationships, family, in 
and out of personal crises.” 

But Feiffer could well be called the Fred 
Astaire of cartooning, the master of the 
elegant, gestural line, of angular figures in 
motion, of sophisticated, witty caricatures of 
individuals and types rendered with a seeming 
nonchalance and minimalist touch. A man with 
a sensibility and execution that are immediately 
and incomparably distinctive. 

This prolific and varied artist never does the 
same drawing exactly the same way, and as 
this week’s cover art shows, he keeps up-to- 
date. Here’s Astaire paused slightly in dance, 
walking stick on his feet, happily knocking out 
a few pages on a laptop. In time for the Dan’s 
Papers Literary Prize for Nonfiction Awards 
Ceremony on Saturday, August 29, the picture 
is a reminder that Feiffer started his 70-plus 
year career as a writer filling panels with words 
on life’s absurdities, delusions and hypocrisies.

My husband started off the festivities with 
The Spicy Geisha cocktail, having been assured 
by our server that it was not too sweet. Ao 
Japanese Rice Vodka, Hakutsuru Junmai Sake 
and Barrow’s Intense Ginger Liqueur. His take: 
“Huh, that’s good. It’s got a lot of layers. I 
like it.” 

An amuse bouche of a potato and bacon fritter 
over hot liquid—salty-chive-y clarified Rhode 
Island clam broth—provided a perfectly savory 
three bites. 

Ira & KK’s Gem Lettuce Salad with roasted 
beets and hazelnuts tossed in sherry-shallot 
dressing, topped with ricotta salata was just 
the thing to start me off—a gorgeous tangle 
of frissée and bitter radicchio balanced with 
the nuts and wide cheese shavings and chunks 
of tender, deep-red beet. Organic farmer K.K. 
Haspel is much missed on the East End after her 
untimely passing last year. We’re very blessed 
that her legacy lives on. 

Husband found his Peconic Bay Fluke Crudo 
with heirloom sweet melon and_ toasted 
sunflower seeds with cilantro and extra virgin 
olive oil “very fresh.” 

I was feeling like a bit of beef. It’s not a feeling 
that creeps up often. It was deliciously quelled 
by my entrée of Pennoni Pasta with Beef & 
Pancetta Ragout. The carrot was diced just 
right and the Parmigiano Reggiano and tomato 
red wine sauce garnished with fresh parsley 
made me exclaim, “Oh mommy umami!” 

Husband enjoyed his Pan-Seared Long Island 
Striped Bass with clams, shrimp sausage, wilted 
baby spinach with spring onion, fresh peas and 
radish. The shrimp sausage was an interesting 
take—it was the only bit that I got to sample. 

I’m not sure why a manager felt the need 
to interrupt our meal after our entrées had 
arrived—when we were so clearly enjoying 
them. But she assured us that she was 
concerned about our every want. 

The Rhubarb shortcake that Husband and I 
shared was very warm and tender—a perfect 
ending and an invitation to return again— 
sooner than later. £&

“smart phone” out now 
called “the Edge.” Instead 
of rudely interrupting your 
conversation with a friend 
to check your phone for 
a sports score, you can 
now rudely look down at 
your edge phone lying on 
the table and read the tiny 
ticker (ribbon of information like at the bottom 
of a newscast). 

I grew up in a tri-generational house with kids, 
parents and grandparents. My grandfather was 
a curmudgeon but we loved him just the same. 
When I was in high school, all my friends had 
pink princess rotary phones. We still had the 
first phone installed in the house in the 1940s. 
It was hardwired into the baseboard in the 
kitchen. The wire had a fabric cover, no rubber. 
The cord from the phone to the receiver was 
a straight three-foot fabric-covered wire. The 
phone wasn’t made of plastic. It was made 
of some kind of dense black material that 
was so heavy | could’ve killed an elk in my 
grandmother’s kitchen with a single blow. 

My grandfather paid for the phone and firmly 
believed it was there for his convenience, not 
other people’s. When he was not using the 
phone, he kept it in a kitchen cabinet with a 
towel over it so the ringing sound would not 
annoy him. To use the phone—remember, this 
was in the ’60s—we had to wait until he fell 
asleep in his recliner. Then close the kitchen 
door. Then sit next to the cabinet that held 
the phone, open the little door, and be ready 
to grab that phone on the first ring. We all 
looked out for each other and if anyone saw 
him heading for the kitchen they’d sound the 
secret alarm, and the person on the phone 
would hang up and put the phone away before 
my grandfather got to the kitchen. 

Around 1970, the old wire came out of the 
wall. AT&T sent a tech worker to hardwire- 
install a new phone. When he got there, he had 
never seen wiring that old before, and had to 
call another tech to help him replace all this 
antique wiring. 

So now we had a kitchen rotary wall phone. 
With the long, curling wire from the phone to 
the receiver that you could wrap around the 
house three times. It had volume control, which 
Pop kept on mute. 

One of the talents every teenage girl had in 
the 70s was the ability to thread that 25-foot 
receiver cord through all kinds of obstacles to 
get to the next room for some privacy. But once 
in a while there’d be a misfire. The cord would 
snap and you’d hear something hit the floor. In 
my case, I knocked my grandfather’s fountain 
pens onto the floor. My grandmother was fast 
enough to grab the inkwell in time, which is why 
I] am alive today. 

Push-button phones arrived in the ’70s. And 
a cousin thought he’d surprise Pop with a new, 
modern push-button phone with big buttons. 
This was like giving a man still living in the 
Bronze Age a coffee latté machine. When Pop 
came through the door, the whole family ran 
for cover, and my Aunt Carol offered to call the 
family priest to ask him to come and give my

cousin his last rites. My grandfather pulled the 
phone off the wall with one yank and AT&T had 
to send a techie out to do the repair. It was the 
same tech who changed out the antique wiring 
the year before. My grandfather wanted the 
rotary phone he had finally gotten used to. The 
tech kept trying to talk him into a new push- 
button phone, but he couldn’t keep a straight 
face and finally said, “Okay, Mr. Flynn. 
You win. Rotary phone on mute.” 
My grandfather would’ve 
been 112 this coming August @@

One of the other show house designers recommended 
her painter to me, another one her electrician. 
Revco, one of the show house sponsors, offered 
to loan us fixtures from their showroom floors. |

another friend installed my window treatments. Two 
talented girlfriends critiqued, collaborated and gave 
advice.

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Hamptons Sunflowers Are for the Birds!

I recently took over the 
maintenance. of an_ existing 
vegetable garden. Planted 
among the vegetables were 
many sunflowers—too 
many, I thought. They were 
lovely to look at, though: 
multi-branched with grey- 
green foliage and soft yellow 
flowers about 4 inches wide. 
The thing is, they had been 
planted between rows of 
vegetables, and these were getting lost in the middle 
of the sunflower stalks. The sunflowers were shading 
cucumbers and zucchini, inhibiting their growth. 
Sunflowers planted next to tomatoes had fallen 


over and become entangled with the tomatoes. I 
discovered a row of onions only after removing the 
eight sunflowers that were flanking them. This flock 
of sunflowers hovered above the entire garden and 
dominated all plants beneath it! We removed those 
and now the garden looks like a vegetable garden 
with some sunflowers instead of a sunflower garden 
with skirts. 

Sunflowers are indigenous to North America and 
have been used as food for centuries. We grow crops 
of them for their seeds, which are very tasty—birds 
like them, too—and for cooking oil. And we grow 
them for their beauty. What a huge variety there 
is, from the very tall, single-flowered, big-headed 
type to the short, single-flowered ones; and the 
many varieties of multi-branched ones, with colors 
ranging from yellow to reddish. I once had charge of 
a vegetable garden for seven consecutive years, and | 
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grew a different variety of sunflower each year just to 
see what it looked like and to attract butterflies and 
other pollinators. 

Single-stalk sunflowers are the ones to pick for the 
house. Their stems need help to allow water to reach 
the flower. If you cannot immediately put them into 
water after picking, make slicing cuts up the stem for 
about 2 inches. Change the water every day and they 
will stay fresh for several days. © 

I love to grow the very tall ones and leave the 
heads to go to seed for the birds. Birds even eat 
seeds on the small ones. Any seeds that birds 
don’t eat will fall to the ground and get eaten by 
other critters. 

There are some problems with sunflowers. Their 
lower leaves tend to turn black and become ugly. 


‘Also, sunflowers are allopathic—their roots exude 


a substance that can negatively affect the roots 
and therefore the growth of plants at their feet. 
Seeds that fall to the ground under bird feeders 
are also allopathic, so it is good to rake them up 
frequently. I plant sunflowers at the edge of a 
garden and not among other plants, so I don’t have 
to deal with this. If the black leaves look too bad, 
I just remove them. It is also good to plant them 
on the north side of a garden so they don’t shade 
other plants. 

Next year, I think I will plant some Mongolian Giant 
sunflowers: 12-14 feet tall, heads 16-18 inches and 
seeds 1.5 inches long. Or Titian, which are 12 feet tall 
with seed heads 18-24 inches. These will certainly 
need full sun so they don’t have to strain toward 
the light. Sunflowers do follow the sun a+cross the 
sky during the day while their stalks are green but 
stop when their stalks become woody. If you have 
children, the short but very sweet Teddy Bear is a 
good choice to grow. I found these varieties at Seed 
Savers Exchange. 

When I plant the Mongolian Giant, I think I will plant 
a Mina Lobate (Firecracker Vine) or a Thunbergia 
Alata (Black-eyed Susan vine) to grow up the stalk. 
And if that works, I will try growing beans up the 
stalk the following year. 

Remember: experimentation is an important part 


of gardening. ga.

Rosé Sings of Late Summer 


BY DEBBIE SLEVIN 


hat is it about rosé that makes it the 
W quintessential summer wine? 

“There is a freshness to rosé that signifies 
everything new that happens in the vineyard,” says 
Christine Tobin, co-owner with her husband, Mark, 
of Mattebella Vineyards in Southold. 

Those new to viticulture should understand that 
rosé is not a specific grape or region—it’s a genre. 
It is made by incorporating some of the color from 
grape skins, but not enough to produce it a red 
wine. Rosés can be made in three ways: through 
skin contact, saignée (a method of bleeding off 
the juice after limited contact with the skin) or 
blending. Winemakers produce still, semi-sparkling 
‘or sparkling rosés ranging in levels of sweetness. 

“To make rosé, the grapes are picked early at 
low sugar level” says Tobin. “It creates a lively, 
refreshing, crisp wine that you could not make with 
more mature sugar-filled grapes... The rosés released 
now are from the 2014 harvest. [It] was a wonderful 
year... not too much rain and a dry summer.” 

_ At tables across from the new bocce courts and 
adjacent to the organic garden, Mattebella wine 
club members gathered to taste the new vintage and 
enjoy a meal prepared by Tobin. She paired the wine 
with an appetizer of goat cheese lightly marinated in 
olive oil and fresh herbs from the garden. An entrée 
of barbeque salmon on field greens with spicy ginger 
dressing with lightly grilled vegetables followed. 

“The fattiness of the salmon and the barbeque 


ginger flavor, which is just a little 
bit tangy, compliments the lightness 
and acidity of rosé, and goat cheese 
and fresh herbs is a classic rosé 
pairing,” says Tobin, who is known 
for her generous hospitality and 
big hugs. 

“Christine has always wanted 
this to be a destination,” says 
patron Ralph Gose of Huntington 
and Southold. 

Jason Nadler of Wading River 
seconds that emotion. “This is like 
the family backyard barbeque that 
you want to go to. Chris and Mark 
are like your best friends at the 
winery. The fact that they make 
good quality wine to put in the 
bottle is a bonus.” 


And what good family meal doesn’t A toast to Sohiineraid rosé! 


end with a delicious dessert? Tobin 
made chocolate-dipped strawberries 
and home-baked chocolate chip cookies. 

They are the perfect pairing for one last glass. 
“I can clearly smell the pink grapefruit and light 
strawberry in this rosé,” she says. “Aromas you 
can definitely pick up. We make our rosé from 90% 
merlot and a little bit of cab franc, about 5%, and 5% 
chardonnay—which imparts the pink grapefruit. The 
spiciness is from the cab franc.” 

Longtime Mattebella wine club member 
Doug Zapart of Wantagh says the rosé “has

His wife Donna agrees. “Rosé is 
nice if you are not a sweet wine 
drinker. It’s a good combination. 
It’s got a fruitiness without being 
overpowering. 

Caci North Fork’s Chef Marco 
Pellegrini, who is also a sommelier, 
says he likes a rosé at this time of 
year. Coming from Umbria, where 
“people love their red wine, it is very 
heavy for hot summer days. Rosé is 
fresh in the summer.”

“Grey Gardens” a Lyrical Triumph at Bay Street

ay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center for the 

Arts concludes its 2015 Mainstage season with 
a beautiful, powerhouse production of Grey Gardens 
The Musical, written by Doug Wright with music by 
Scott Frankel and lyrics Michael Korie. Grey Gardens 
is based on the true story of “Big Edie” and “Little 
Edie” Beale, former socialites whose glamorous lives 
degenerated into squalor, as they became recluses 
in their dilapidated East Hampton estate. Their 
remarkable and sad story was immortalized in a 1975 


documentary directed by Albert and David Maysles 
that followed the women in their everyday lives, and 
gained further attention from a well-received HBO 
film. The riveting show, which takes audiences on 
a journey that begins as a Technicolor fantasy and 
ends as a bleak, stark slice of life, is not to be missed. 

In the 1940s-set Act I, Grey Gardens is bursting with 
energy, thanks to the larger-than-life Edith Beale, 
played by the talented Rachel York. Edith and her 
best friend/piano accompanist George Gould Strong 
(Howard McGillin) are preparing to sing at Little 
Edie’s (Sarah Hunt) engagement party to Joseph P.

Kennedy, Jr. (Matt Doyle), 
and Little Edie is concerned 
that her mother’s eccentric 
ways will scare off the more 
traditional Kennedy family.

their former glory. 

Act I tells a fictional story—Little Edie was never 
actually engaged to Kennedy—that sets up the toxic 
relationship between the two women. The intentional 
melodrama feels like a tale Little Edie might tell. The 
second act deftly adapts the documentary for the 
stage, showing Little Edie, played by York, living in 
filth with Big Edie, played by Betty Buckley. 

Together, York and Buckley are a gangbusters 
pair with crackling chemistry. Hunt gives a powerful 
performance as Young Little Edie, delivering the 
showstopping “Daddy’s Girl” with a volatility that 
foreshadows the character’s descent from debutante 
to outcast. McGillin and Doyle are also standouts in 
supporting roles; Doyle is particularly impressive, 
playing the straight-laced Joseph Kennedy in Act I 
and the sweet, misguided street kid Jerry Torre in Act 
Il. The songs by Frankel and Korie are at once witty 
and haunting, airy and powerful. “The Five-Fifteen,” 
the first big production number, is a high-energy 
musical theater romp, while the aforementioned 
“Daddy’s Girl” is dark and unsettling. Buckley delivers 
a standout performance in “Jerry Likes My Corn,” a 
funny but poignant song about companionship. And 
York nails the show’s final (and best) song, “Another 
Winter in a Summer Town,” conveying the pain and 
loneliness of a woman whose life has been filled with 
disappointment and isolation. : 

The creative team should be applauded for their 
meticulous attention to detail. Director Michael 
Wilson and the rest of the production team have 
crafted a stunning world for the characters to inhabit. 
Wilson wisely distinguishes the two acts, with 
madcap, Golden Age-style direction for Act I, while 
Act II is understated and painfully real. The clever 
set by Jeff Cowie utilizes the entire theater, making 
for an immersive experience as characters run up 
the aisles, enter and exit at different spots. And Ilona 
Somogyi has designed magnificent costumes for the 
show, from Big Edie’s beautiful yellow gown in Act I to 
Little Edie’s signature “revolutionary costume of the 
day” from the documentary in the second half. 

Grey Gardens The Musical is a great closer to Bay 
Street’s 2015 season. East Enders will appreciate the 
fact that this production of Grey Gardens is being 
staged so close to the titular East Hampton estate, 
made all the more special since the documentary 
turns 40 in September. An often hilarious but 
ultimately sad tale of broken dreams and lost hope, 
Grey Gardens will linger in audiences’ minds long 
after the final curtain.

he South Fork Natural History Museum in 
Bridgehampton will host a launch party for 
Neighbors: The Water Critters on Saturday, August 
15 at 4 p.m. Written by Sag Harbor’s George Held 
and illustrated by Joung Un Kim, Neighbors is a 
lovely collection of poetry about sea creatures 
big and small, how they survive and why they’re 
important to the world. With often poignant poems 
by Held complemented by Kim’s Eric Carle-like 
collage, Neighbors is a great book for parents to read 
with children who are interested in life under the sea. 
Neighbors features poetry about dolphins, seals, 
beavers, snapping turtles, manatees, bivalves, polar 
bears, sea otters, sea horses, tiger salamanders, 
sharks, minnows and whales. Held starts things off

the bear in the distance. Held 
cleverly takes kids’ expectations of 
what certain words represent in his sea horse poem, 
and wryly suggests kids don’t think about sharks 
before bedtime, never forgetting to have fun with 
each animal and poem. Each poem is written in a 
different style; some rhyme, some are more prose, 
in different lengths. The final poem, about the whale, 
is perhaps the longest and most inspired and clever, 
with lines like “bigger than Argentinosaurus, tongue 
heavy as an elephant, heart large as a Prius.”

PET PEEVES 
Architecture no-no’s 
in the Hamptons 


Architect Lee Skolnick on His Latest Project 


BY SHARON FEIEREISEN 


Re Skolnick is one of the East End’s most 
prolific architects. In addition to residential 
projects, he has worked with many cultural and 
civic organizations including The East Hampton 
Library in East Hampton, The Children’s Museum 
of the East End in Bridgehampton, Guild Hall in 
East Hampton and, most recently, The Aquatic and 
Cultural Arts Center at the Montauk Playhouse in 
Montauk. Skolnick shares insights about his projects 
and his take on East End architecture. 


What is unique about working on the East End? 

Like so many, I am inspired by the exquisite beauty 
_ of the natural environment out here—the famous 
light, the land and water, the big sky and breathtaking 
vistas. Because of the rampant development that we 
have experienced over the last few decades, which 
seems to have accelerated even more of late, | feel 
an increasingly deep responsibility to preserve and 
enhance the landscape and the unique qualities 
of this natural context and the charming historic 
villages. 

On the other hand, the East End has always been 
a crucible of new ideas in architecture. From the 
great old grand beach houses, through the early 
modernist experiments, and even the regrettable 
Postmodern and McMansion periods, there has been 
a marked tendency to consciously view architecture 
as an important and vital component of our culture, 
and to look to buildings to convey the current, or 


even future, aspirations of society. Of course, the 
prevalence of culturally aware clients, both those 
with considerable financial means and those with 
more modest budgets, has facilitated architectural 
experimentation and exploration. Our challenge 
now is to find a way to realize peoples’ dreams 
while protecting what attracted them here in the 
first place.
